Flan Js Investigated But: 
Found Impossible 

Details of an effort to solve Nar- 
berth 's school problem by combining; 
o..r school facilities with those of 
Lower Merion High School have recently 
come to light. They came as the result 
of a direct question put to the School 
Hoard by several residents of Narberth 
who suggested the plan as one that 
would both solve the school problem 
and at the same time make unnecessary 
the floating of a loan. 

Investigation into the [dan revealed 
the fact that the School Board has had 
this scheme under consideration at 
several times, particularly before tno 
School Loan was decided upon as ths 
only way out, and has made several 
attempts to put it into practical oper- 
ation. It is not a new idea, nor one 
which lias been overlooked by the 
School Board. But it is an impossible 
one to bring about. 

Statements made by the School Board 
during the past week have shown that 
on several occasions it has approached! 
the Loner Merion School Board with ai 
concrete plan for a mut.ti.illy effective 
school combination. la each instance 
the Lower Merion authorities showed 
eveiv evidence of willingness to co- 
operate within certain limits, but werer 
faced with problems of their own that 
made a complete co-operation out of 
the question. 

In the first place, their school is* 
almost as crowded as our own. With 
facilities for about 200 children they 
have had to take care of 300, a condi- 
tj c^ v- J^ c b. Tna^e ?P** irPTroH'Tt/* "on 



sideration of a co-operative plan inv 
possible. And while they have mad^ 
an appropriation for a new building,, 
it is somewhat uncertain when thi3 wilJ 
be available. At least it would have? 
no bearing on the immediate problem! 
in .Narberth. 

After considering all possible factors, 
the Lower Merion authorities suhmittotl 
a proposal which, they felt, was as far 
as they were justified in going to meet 
the plan of the Narberth School Board- 
This proposal covered a period of *J 
year only, during which time they were 
willing to take Narberth children! at it 
cost of $150 a year. Further attempts 
were made by the local School BoaTrJ 
to bring this proposal more within the 
bounds Of possible aeceptjincav but 
nothing more could be done*. 

An analysis of the terms showed! thatt 
they could do little to solve our sehooT 
problem. In the first place, the price 1 
of tuition set. by the Lower Merion" 
Rchhol Board was far above that which" 
the Borough of Narberth was justified 
in paying when compared with the* 
cost of educating our children at homer-

Such would soon offset any saving tha 
might he effected by combining the 
two schools. 

Secondly, a guarantee of only one 
year could not, of course, be considered 
At the end of that period the arrange 
ment might or might not be continued 
depending upon the attitude of the 
Lower Merion authorities. If it were 
not, then Narberth would be faaed with 
the same old problem, merely post- 
poned one year. Unless a long term 
guarantee would he given by Lower 
Merion, the local School Board did no 
feel justified in considering the plan 
further. 

As a final result, it was clear tha 
economy lay in building our own build 
ing, where the children of Nnrbertl 
eonld he cared for under our own con- 
trol. It was the only; "business-like 
solution of the problem, all other plans 
having ibecn previously considered and 
found inadequate. 

Voting for the School Loan on No 
vember 7th will solve our school prob- 
lem. It will solve it ip the most prnc 
tical, economical and permanent man 
ner possible. And as such, it hecomes 
the duty of every voter in Narberth 
who has the interests of his own com- 
munity at heart to support the Loan to 
his utmost.

I 
will go n step further and say that 
music, of course, in varying degree, 
makes a poet, a sculptor, a painter and 
a "iTraTnh fist" "TTiif ~7tf every ~ li'SpTTiTsTTF 
listener. For that reason music has a 
wider popular appeal than any of the 
other arts. It is virtually sure to 

'strike' somewhere." 

"Trite as the observation may be, 
it makes the whole world kin.' The 
hospitality of music-centers is one of 
the features of democracy." 

America is becoming convinced of 
the "necessity" of music, but what 
we want is to WAKE I'P OCR OWN 
COM'Ml'NITV! For instance, if the 
Narberth Choral Society received more 
support and co-operation, our town 
could develop into a "Bethlehem" with 
its famous) Bach Choral! 

It has been proved that there is good 
talon here. Why, some of our local 
voices are far' better than the average 
singer in the Bach Chorus. It has also 
been proved that the Society has done 
much in the way of producing good 
music and giving meritorious publicity 
to the Borough. Then, why not every- 
body who sings moderately well, make 
application for nctive membership in 
this Chorus and thereby increase its 
volume and possibilities! And every- 
body else who cannot sing, join the or- 
ganization as an Associate or Sustain- 
ing Member. 

The Chorus is not an experiment — it 
is an established organization progress- 
ing steadily, but, think what it COULD 
do with EVERYBODY'S HELP.

I have just read the Election Notice 
posted by the School Board, on which 
is indicated in paragraph 2, that the 
School Board is in debt to the extent 
of $i;<),(l()(i. In paragraph .'!, it pro- 
poses to increase the bonded indebted- 
ness of our school district to the sum 
of $165,0(1(1, making a total of $li:!4, 0(1(1, 
which they propose to reduce by 
$1."),(I0(] out of the current year's taxes, 
presumably by paying off some bonds. 

All of these expenditures are necessi- 
tated by what you may cull an almost 
crimimil folly of the School Board, in- 
asmuch as they are perpetuating and 
enlarging a high school organization 
and equipment way beyond the linan 
rial ability of the school district. 

Would it not be better if this high 
school program was abandoned and pro- 
visions made for admission to Lower 
Merion High School for our high school 
pupils at the expense of Narberth tax 
payers f We have to provide high school 
facilities, but it seems folly to me to 
provide these facilities in Narberth. 

The high school program had better 
be dropped at once, and smaller classes 
made and more of them in our public 
school, and such tuition provided for 
the scholars that they may not have 
to spend all their evenings studying 
lessons. 

Lower Merion Township maintains <i 
first-class high school, just two miles 
from Narberth station, and a child liv- 
ing outside of Lower Merion Township 
may attend the township high school at 
Ardmore for $12.") per annum, without 
any other additional charges. If our 
School Board would apply for adinis 
sion to the townships' high school for 
all Nurberth high school scholars, ex- 
clusive of what is called the Junior 
grades, no doubt we could have our 
children admitted to L. M. High School 
for $1(1(1; but in any event, this propo- 
sition would certainly be n great deal 
cheaper than itiiiinttiiniiig the present 
high school, let alone enlarging our 
high school facilities at the expense of

certain, I have reasons to believe if our 
chiblren now attending Narberth High 
School were sent to Lower Merion High 
School, we would not need additional 
buildings in order to accommodate our 
children of school age. 

The School Board does not seem to 
be playing fair with the tax payers.. 
They get up a program according to 
their fancy, which may indeed be an 
excellent program, but too expensive 
for our circumstances, and I think by 
all means the school loan should be de- 
feated, our high school scholars sent to 
Lower Merion High School for the re- 
mainder of the term at the expense of 
the tax payers, a stock taking and a 
readjustment made in the Borough 
school \« program. 

While 1 do not know how many class 
rooms the high school makes use of, I 
am under the impression it uses two 
rooms, also that the Auditorium, while 
a very desirable feature, is far from a 
necessity, and the space now taken up 
by the Auditorium could be most read- 
ily turned into class rooms for two 
grades. This would save us from spend- 
ing $1(15,000, and perhaps after we have 
had time to think about it, we would 
come to the conclusion it might be bet- 
ter for us to apply for admission to 
Lower Merion Township, thereby get- 
ting the benefit of the lower taxes in 
that Township.
